The Menlo Park elementary school 
district board of trustees this week 
began mapping defense against 
court action seeking a total price 
of $270,000 for site of the Hillview 
school, now under construction at 
Santa Cruz and Elder avenues. 

The sum is asked by the Menlo 
Investment company, owner of the 
land, in an* answer to the school 
district’s condemnation suit under 
which the district was granted pos- 
session of the 10-acre site. 

An appraiser retained by the 
school authorities had appraised the 
land at $29,000 and that amount 
is on deposit by the school district 
with the county clerk’s office. 
DISCUSS SUIT 

The turn of events came to light 
at monthly business meeting of the 
school trustees Monday night, when 
they discussed the investment 
company’s action with Assistant 
District Attorney John A. Bruning 
and W. G. Frost, civil engineer of 
Redwood City who was retained 
by the school board especially in 
the case. 

The school board filed a con- 
demnation suit last year after fail- 
ure of negotiations with the Menlo 
Investment company. San Mateo 
county superior court granted the 
district possession of the land, and 
the district took possession under 
a stipulation by the Menlo Invest- 
ment company pending outcome of 
a final price settlement by litiga- 
tion or negotiation. 

Construction of the school then 
began. Completion is expected in 
February or March. 

In filing answer recently to the 
condemnation suit, the company 
asked a $60,000 price for the 10-acre 
site, plus $210,000 in various claimed 
damages. 

CLAIM LOSSES 

The damages were claimed for 
loss of underground water rights 
on the school site, resultant loss of 
water at the nearby Sharon Heights 
and possible abandonment of a con- 
necting pipeline. 

Trustees discussed with Bruning 
and Frost Monday night all aspects 
e of the case.

PLAN NEW OFFICES

BLAME ETHER FUMES 

The blaze started when a bottle 
of ether fell and broke near a gas 
water heater in a kitchen at the rear 
of the store’s soda fountain, owner 
Bob Clifford said.

Lindsay Tract 
Development 
Put Under Fire 


A reexamination of zonings in the 
Socalled Lindsay tract in Menlo 
Park was ordered by the city coun- 
cil Tuesday night after discussion 
indicated the development might 
not proceed as planned. 

The tract involved is that im- 
mediately south of Stanford Village 
and the city recreation area, in 
which the city has granted various 
rezonings for “professional” use, 
garden apartments and single fam- 
ily dwelling units. 

Council action came in the form 
of a motion to refer to the plan- 
ning commission a proposal to re- 
zone the tract back to single family 
dwelling units. 

LABORATORY BUILDING 

Discussion among councilmen in- 
dicated that the tract owners, Menlo 
Homes, Inc., had not proceeded ac- 
cording to plan and that one pro- 
‘ject for which rezoning had been 
granted had been dropped. That 
was a building of the Underwriters 
Laboratory of San Francisco. 

Council discussion also indicated 
that other undertakings were in 
question. 

As a result, the council motion 
was that the planning commission 
consider a return of the entire tract 
to single family dwelling construc- 
tion. 

In San Francisco, Ray T. Lind- 
say, secretary-treasurer of Menlo 
Homes, Inc., said he had not been 
advised of the council’s attitude and 
that he thought “they would have 
called us into conference”. 

Lindsay said negotiations still 
were underway to locate the Under- 
writers Laboratory in the Linfield 
Oaks tract and that “others were 
in prospect.” He said there were 
transactions which he_ expected 
would be settled ‘within the next 
30 days.”

“It is common knowledge that 
one member of the city council is a 
member of the local realty board, 
which may be expected to favor the 
decontrol of rents,” said the Szego 
letter, filed as part of the record 
in the public hearing on decontrol. 

“There may be other councilmen 
who own controlled rental property 
and would stand to gain through 
decontrol. Th refore, the Veterans 
Civic Committee respectfully urges 
that those councilmen who have a 
personal interest at stake in the is- 
sue of rent decontrol disqualify 
themselves from voting on the is- 
sue.” 

“NO PREJUDICE” 

In answer to Burgess’ request for 
an opinion, O’Keefe said that there 
appeared to be no alleged prejudice 
sufficient to disqualify a council- 
man. There was no formal motion, 
but apparently the matter was set- 
tled. The Szego letter was not before 
the council. 

Burgess said that in informal dis- 
cussions, councilmen felt that the 
city should undertake its own sur- 
vey of rental vacancies, inasmuch 
as surveys by the housing expe- 
diter’s office and the Menlo Park 
fair rent committee, which seeks de- 
control, were under attack at the 
recent public hearing. 

Burgess suggested that such a 
survey be further considered at the 
next council meeting Dec. 27 and 
reported that .city personnel would 
not be available to conduct such a 
check until next month.

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RECORD POSTAL RECEIPTS 


Postal receipts, a barometer of business, will exceed $100,-

give the town a settled, homelike at- 
mosphere are desirable. With this 
'in mind, the street and parks de- 
partments will inaugurate a tree- 
planting program early next year. 

Five varieties of trees have been 
selected for parking strips between 
streets and sidewalks. They include 
liquidamber, Modesto ash, camphor, 
Washington hawthorne and mag- 
nolia. 


These trees were selected on the 
basis of information supplied by 
the U. S. department of agriculture, 
and are especially suitable for this 
area and purpose. All of them have 
good root systems which will adapt 
themselves to available space. The 
trees also have high crowns which 
will not hamper the vision of mo- 
torists. They are disease-resistant 
and shady. 


The first will be planted in newly- 
built-up parts of the city where no 
trees exist at present. Trees of a 
uniform variety and size will be 
planted along whole blocks, giving 


The trees will not be merely plant- 
ed and abandoned. The city will 
maintain a stock of replacements of 
the same variety and age as those 
planted. Thus, if a tree is damaged 
within the first two or three years 
after it is planted, it will be possible 
to replace it from existing stocks 
with another the same size and 
shape. 


The city will maintain the trees to 
be planted along its streets during 
the first few years and will do prun- 
ing, watering and other mainten- 
ance work where necessary. How- 
ever, home-owners are expected to 
bear the purchase price of the tree 
and the expense of planting it. 


As the trees grow older and larger, 
they will need less care. 


The trees will be sprayed for in- 
sects every year. 


Meanwhile the city will work 
on other phases of the program 
to make Menlo Park more beauti- 
ful than ever. Residents will be re- 
quired to get permits to remove 
trees, a precaution necessary to 
maintain an orderly appearance. 
However, the permits will be issu - 
ed if a tree is in the way or is 
otherwise an inconvenience to a 
householder.

Jeweler were doing extremely well if we 


loaned 100 books a day,” Mrs. 
Johnson said. “If we loaned 1800 

books a month we thought we 
were doing wonders. 

“Since we’ve moved to the new, 
more convenient quarters, we’ve 
loaned as many as 400 books a day 
Z}and in some months have loaned 
more than 4000 books.” 

Readership drops during the sum- 
mer when people are on vacations 
or spending more time out of doors, 
Mrs. Johnson pointed out. This 
makes it difficult to designate any 
single month as a typical one. 

“But the number of card-holders 
is growing steadily and so is our 
stock of books. 

The county librarian in charge 
of the system is Clara Dills, whose 
offices are in Redwood City. 

“We try to make as many books 
available to as many people as we 
can,” Miss Dills stated, “and since 
most smaller communities can’t af- 
ford to maintain a large collection, 
we have adopted the circulating li- 
brary method.” 

She went on to explain that, by 
filling out a request at any branch 
library, a reader can obtain any 
one of the 156,000 books in the San 
Mateo county system and where 
necessary can borrow volumes from 
libraries in other counties and from 
the state library in Sacramento. 
“We don’t often have to go that 
far afield,” Miss Dills continued. “In 
addition to most popular and stand- 
ard works, we have a collection of 
publications — including magazine 
articles and newspapers as well as 
books—dealing with the history of 
California and the history of San 
Mateo county.” 

She said that the county library 
is financed out of county tax mon- 
ey administered under the board 
of supervisors. 

Funds must pay for new books, 
librarians’ salaries, upkeep and rent 
of buildings. In the case of Menlo 
Park the city bears a share of the 
latter expense.
